High School roof 
catches on fire

Fire burned a small section of the 
High School roof early Thursday 
morning, but no one was injured and 
the section of roof involved was 
already scheduled for repairs, accord- 
ing to Deputy Fire Chief James Lynch. 

“Bob Demers, the custodian, 
found the third floor of the High School 
full with smoke,” Dep. Lynch said. 

Fire fighters responding to Mr. 
Demers’ call at 6:50 a.m, saw smoke on 
the roof. When they broke a hole 
through the flames jumped out, accord- 
ing to Dep. Lynch. 

The fire started at an overheated 
exhaust pipe coming up to the roof 
from the emergency generator in the 
basement of the school. The gasoline- 
burning generator had been running 
for several hours, according to the 
deputy. 


“The exhaust pipe from the gener- 
ator got so hot that it set the roof on 
fire,” Dep. Lynch said. 

An electrical malfunction of some 
sort, possibly something as simple as a 
tripped circuit breaker for a hall light, 
had triggered the emergency generator 
sometime Monday night, the deputy 
said. An employee of the Collins 
Center said she noticed the emergency 
lights on when leaving the Collins 
Center Monday night, but assumed a 
janitor was working in the building. 

The fire had probably been burn-

“Even when we got on the roof it 
hadn’t broken through,” the deputy 
said. “I think we're real fortunate that 
it didn’t ignite last night.” 

Damage was confined to an area of 
tar, boards and insulation in a section 
no bigger than a desk top, according to 
Dep. Lynch. 

“Inside there was very little dam- 
age, Just the odor of smoke. There 
were a couple of boards we had to 
remove,” he said. 

“The good news is August 1 the 
roofing company is coming to install 
the new roof.” 

A $500,000 repair was made to a dif- 
ferent section of the High School roof 
last year. The repairs scheduled for 
August are budgeted for $400,000. 


Door-to-door 
salesmen still 
selling in town

Door-to-door salespersons and 
solicitors will continue to call on 
residents in town this week despite one 
of their fold being accused of a murder 
last Friday in Woburn, according to 
Andover Police Lt. Donald Moores. 

‘If an individual is overly 
aggressive, we will speak to them or, if 
we can’t find them, we will speak to the 
organizer,” Lt. Moores said Monday. 

But the solicitors’ rights fall in the 
category of free speech and are 
protected by the constintion, 
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“First amendment rights. We can’t 
inhibit that,” the lieutenant said. 

Darwin Whitman, 23, of Detroit, 
Mich., was charged last weekend in the 
murder of a Woburn woman in her 
home on Friday. Police believe Mr. 
Whitman was selling magazines in the 
area and that the woman let him into 
her house, according to published 
reports. 

Mr. Whitman was working for 
American Community Services Inc., a 
Detroit company which has also been 
working in Andover. 

The company is one of at least five 
groups currently registered with the 
police department, some with 15 or 
more employees, to canvass in this 
area, according to Lt. Moores. 

They include the U.S. Census 
Bureau, Continental Reader Service, 
ABC Distributors Corp. and American 
International Marketing Inc. A 
citizens’ action group and an 
environmental group are also working 
in town. 

“These are in town right now,” Lt. 
Moores said Monday. 

American had 16 workers 
registered to canvass in Andover this 
week. 

Any groups soliciting in town 
must register with the police. The 
police have names, ages, addresses, 
social security numbers and physical 
descriptions of every employee 
working in town as well descriptions 
of their vehicles. They also have their 
local address and a contact person for 
each group. 

“We've had problems in the past as 
everybody has,” Lt. Moores said. 

But he said there is no reason to 

paint a bad picture of all solicitors 
because one has been accused of a 
crime. - 
“There are all kinds of horror 
stories surfacing now, some are true, 
some are not, the lieutenant said. “Do 
you know any salesperson that’s not 
aggressive and makes a living?” 

There are not hard and fast rules 
to screen solicitors at your door, Lt. 
Moores said. 

The solicitor should have 
identification. They also often travel in 
pairs. 

“Tf an individual is at all 
uncomfortable, they should not let 
them in the house, naturally,” Lt. 
Moores said. 

“If they are overly aggressive, or if 
(residents) feel intimidated, they 
should certainly call the police,” he 
said. “You need to control the 
situation.”

policy restricting children’s access to 
the main floor. The Massachusetts 
Civil Liberties Union has threatened 
to sue the library unless it changes its 
restrictive policy. 

The current policy only allows 
children in the seventh-grade and 
above free access to the library. 

Sixth-grade and under are limited 
to the children’s section and aren’t 
allowed on the main floor unless they 
have a note from the children’s room 
librarian or if they are with an adult. 

The library’s policy came under 
fire recently when some Andover 
teachers and their pupils presented 
signed petitions to Nancy Jacobson, 
director of the MHL, protesting the 
policy and calling for a change. 

Two Andover sixth-graders, Janie 
Givens and Abby Spieler, were 
recently featured on a television news 
broadcast talking about the problems 
they’d encountered at the library. 

Andover’s library policy has also 
made nationwide news in the most 
recent edition of Newsweek and in the 
USA Today newspaper. 

Mr. Daniels told the Townsman 
during a telephone interview last week 
he doesn’t see anything wrong the the 
current library policy. He said the 
policy isn’t intended to bar children 
from the library. 

“We (the town) have a right to 
have © reasonable rules and 
regulations,” in order to run the 
library properly, he said. 

“They (the kids) have a right to use 
the library, but under those certain 
rules and regulations, without 
breaking up the decorum of the 
library,” added Mr. Daniels. 

MCLU has asked the MHL to 
suspend its policy until the trustees 
meet on the issue. 

The union didn’t receive an 
answer from MHL, but was told the 
full board of trustees will meet in 
September and plans to discuss the 
issue. 

The MHL was also contacted by 
the American Board of Libraries, 
which urged the Andover library to 
alter its policy to conform with the 
majority of other public libraries in 
the country that don’t restrict 
children’s access. 

State law requires public libraries 
in the state to comply with the 
standards adopted by the American 
Library Association. 

The Library Association's Bill of 
Rights provides that a person’s right 
to use the library should not be 
restricted because of age, according to 
Sarah Wunsch, an attorney for the 
MCLU. 

“Andover doesn’t fall in line like 
sheep. We’re original,” said Mr. 
Daniels in response to the requeast to 
make the Andover policy uniform with 
others. 

Mr. Daniels has been directly 
contacted by the MCLU yet, but he 
plans to defend the library’s policy.

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Raytheon’s earnings rise 
$11.1 million over last year 


Raytheon Company reported July 12 
reported an 8.3 percent increase in earnings 
and a 9.4 percent increase in earnings per 
share, on a 2.5 percent increase in sales for 
the second quarter of 1990 compared with 
the same period last year. 

Earnings rose to $144.8 million, or $2.22 
per share, on sales of $2.346 billion. In the 
second quarter last year, the company 
earned $133.7 million, or $2.03 per share, on 
sales of $2,290 billion. 

For the first six months, earnings were 
$275.7 million, or $4.22 per share, on sales of 
$4.571 billion, In the same period last year, 
earnings were $254.5 million, or $3.86 per 
share, on sales of $4.363 billion, 

“Raytheon’s second quarter profit 
growth was led by the Electronics, Aircraft 
Products and Energy Services segments,” 
said Thomas L. Phillips, Raytheon’s chair- 
man and CEO, “Operating improvements 
in Aircraft and Energy Services continued 
the same strong growth as in the first quar- 
ter. All five business segments achieved 
continued profitability.” 

Total backlog at the end of the quarter 
was $9.230 billion, including funded U.S. 
government orders of $6,702 billion. Total 
backlog at the end of last year’s second 
quarter was $8.362 billion, including a gov- 
ernment backlog of $6.319 billion. 

The profit gain in Electronics was led 
by government electronics systems with its 
broad base of defense and non-defense pro- 
grams. 

During the quarter, the company was 
awarded a $414 million contract, including 
initial funding of $204 million, for Patriot 
system ground equipment for the air 
defense of Italy. The company also was 
awarded a $145.4 million contract for 
AN/ALQ-184 airborne electronic counter- 
measures pods and a $58.6 million contract 
to modernize the Cobra Dane surveillance 
and early warning radar system at Shemya 
Air Force Base, Alaska, 


Aircraft Products’ strong profit growth 
was a result of increased domestic order 
rates and improved manufacturing costs. 
The momentum at Beech continues to be 
strong. 

Energy Services’ significant rate of 
profit growth was attributable to good mar- 
kets and improved operating performance, 
All companies in the segment exceeded 
year-earlier results. Energy Services’ diver- 
sification has resulted in expanded capabil- 
ities in environmental services, giving this 
segment added growth potential. 

Internationally, Raytheon announced 
during the quarter that its Badger 
Company’s Netherlands subsidiary, Badger 
B.V., and Camp Dresser & McKee Inc. 
(CDM) have initiated a joint venture to 
develop opportunities for environmental 
management services in Europe. 

Major Appliances’ performance was 
affected by a number of factors, including 
continued start-up costs associated with a 
South Carolina manufacturing facility, and 
a spotty replacement market. 


Provisions for federal and foreign 
income taxes were $71.7 million in the sec- 
ond quarter and $136.1 million in the first 
half, compared with $57.9 million and $111.2 
million, respectively, last year. The effec- 
tive tax rates were 33.1 percent in both the 
quarter and the half. In the same periods 
last year, these rates were 30.2 percent and 
30.4 percent, respectively. Both years are 
below the statutory rate of 34 percent, due 
to foreign tax credits — and 1989 also bene- 
fited from estimated deferred tax benefits. 

Earnings per share are based on the 
average number of shares outstanding dur- 
ing the period. Average shares outstanding 
were 65.3 million in both the second quarter 
and the first half, compared with 65.9 mil- 
lion and 66,0 million, respectively, last year. 

Total employment at the end of June 
was 76,700,

Teachers go back to school 


Massachusetts elementary school sci- 
ence teachers will make hot-air balloons, 
grow crystals, fly kites and survey wildlife at 
science museums and zoos across the state 
this summer. And two Andover teachers will 
be among them. 

Elaine Driscoll of Bancroft Elmentary 
School and Laura Tenero of the Early Child- 
hood Center at Shawsheen are taking part in 
the Museum Institute for Teaching Science, 
a collaboration of science-oriented institu- 
tions.

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Bancroft School building roof 
repairs could total $29,000

The Bancroft School building, which 
some school officials have called “a mainte- 
nance nightmare,” is once again scheduled 
for a round of repairs. This time a skylight 
and a section of the roof are in need of patch- 
ing and replacing. 

After a discussion of the school build- 
ing’s problems, the School Committee decid- 
ed last week to postpone removing the sky- 
light and directed the maintenance depart- 
ment to repair just the flat section of the roof. 

Sections of the roof and large skylight 
are cracked and other sections have gaping 
holes that have allowed water damage to 
occur within the building. The design of the 
castle-like building, with its slanted roofs 
and gables, has made the building a popular 
play place for youngsters during off-school 
hours. 

“Kids get up there and run down the 
slanted part of the roof and jump onto the flat 
section,” said Fred Jaeschke, director of 
- municipal maintenance. 

The maintenance department has 
attempted to dissuade play on the roof by 
erecting a chainlink fence around the area, 
but it hasn’t been highly successful, said Mr. 
Jaeschke. 

Between 1982 and 1987 there have been 
two major maintenance projects in repairing 
the Bancroft roof that cost the town more 
than $25,000 each, said Frank Paul, assistant 
superintendent of school operations. 

The entire Bancroft roof is planned for 
major maintenance in 1993. That project is 
estimated to coast the town $400,000, but 
won't include the flat section done this sum- 
mer. 

Removal of the skylight would cost about 
$14,000, plus an additional $10,000 to $15,000

to install an alternative lighting system, said 
Mr. Paul. If the skylight isn’t removed 
there’s a chance an equal amount of money 
will have to be spent repairing the water 
damage over an extended period of time, he 
said. 

“Over a 10 to 15 years, I estimate the 
costs would be the same,” 

said Mr. Paul. 

The School Committee decided to fix 
only the flat section of the roof and agreed 
more research needed to be done into alter- 
natives to removing the media room sky- 
light, the room’s primary source of light. 

“There must be some other engineering 
alternatives that could be looked into.They 
should be investigated before any work is 
done,” said School Committee member 
Richard Hubbell at last week’s meeting. 

Currently the maintenance department 


is investigating alternatives to removing the’ 


skylight by fixing the existing problems and 
reinforcing the glass, wood and roofing seals. 


Town searches for new superintendent 
of schools and personnel director 


Less than two weeks remain 
for candidates to apply for the 
town’s superintendent of schools 
position. The deadline for appli- 
cations is July 31. 

As of this week, 65 people 
have applied for the job. The 
search has attracted more out-of- 
state than in-state candidates, 39 
of the candidates are from out-of- 
state, 26 are from in-state and six 
of the 65 are women. 

According to figures from 
in-state search firms that spe- 
cialize in school administration 
searches, Andover’s search has 
attracted just over the state aver- 
age of applicants, said Richard 
Hubbell, school committee mem- 
ber. 

The School Committee hopes 
to hire a new superintendent by 
this November and have that 
person begin by Jan 1,1991. 

Outgoing superintendent 
Kenneth Seifert will leave for 
sabbatical Jan 1 and will official- 
ly retire in June of 1991, after 
serving the school system for 22 
years. 

A five-member screening 
committee will begin looking 
over the applications next 
month. 

They will rank the top appli- 
cants for further study by the 
School Committee. 

The prerequisites estab- 
lished by the School Committee 
include: at least 10 years of expe- 
rience in education, five of 
which must be in administra- 
tion, experience in dealing with 
budget constraints and strong 


management and financial 
skills. 

Dr. Lois Haslam, assistant 
superintendent of school cur- 
riculum, hasn’t announced if 
she will seek the position. Frank 
Paul, assistant superintendent of 
school operations, has said he 
isn’t interested in the job. 

Twice as many seek person- 
nel director’s job 

More than twice as many 
people have applied for the per- 
sonnel director’s position. 
According to Mary Lyman, the 
outgoing director of personnel, 
130 people have applied for the 
job that serves both the town and 
school system. 

A screening committee of 
town employees have narrowed 
down the field to 10 people. 
Those 10 candidates will be 
interviewed by Town Manager, 
Buzz Stapezynski and 
Superintendent of Schools 
Kenneth Seifert this week. The 
final three candidates will be 
interviewed by the School 
Committee. 

The position will pay any- 
where from $36,000 to $45,000. 
Ms. Lyman’s annual salary was 
about $40,00. 

Ms. Lyman’s final day of 
work was last Friday, July 13. 
Ms. Lyman will work part-time 
until her replacement can be 
found. 

Ms. Lyman leaves after five 
years of service. She and her 
husband, James, are expecting a 
baby in November. She does not 
plan to return. 


Woodchucks are making themselves at home in Andover's gardens

How much wood could a woodchuck chuck if a 
woodchuck could chuck an unlimited amount of veg- 
etation in your backyard? 

Well, if you have a backyard garden like the 
Johnson family’s of 18 Nutmeg Lane, the answer 
could be your entire vegetable and flower gardens. 

Ask any number of Andover’s backyard garden- 
ers and they will tell you these uninvited garden gob- 
blers are just plain ‘pests.’ 

Ann Johnson wasn’t too upset at the beginning 
of the summer when a small woodchuck began mak- 
ing visits to her backyard. The animal at that time 
was still a bit timid and ate very little out of her new- 
ly planted flower and vegetable gardens. 

“At first I didn’t mind sharing with him,” said 
Mrs. Johnson. 

“But then as the summer went on he keot eating 
more and more and now he’s made a path through 
my perennial bed. Each time I see him he keeps get- 
ting bigger and bigger.” 

The Johnson’s woodchuck has managed to get 
around a number of obstacles the family has placed 
in its path and make it to the gardens to feed. Neither 


the family’s’golden”retriever, nor bricks placed ” 


around the perimeter of the garden fences have kept 
the woodchuck from feasting on the majority of 
plants. 

“He just moved the bricks. So far he has eaten 
eight Boston lettuce plants, all the zucchini leaves, 
flowers and now he’s taking bites out of the zucchi- 
nis themselves, plus all the peas on the pea plants,” 
said Mrs. Johnson. 

“The little hulk,” as she refers to him, comes and 
goes at his own will, she said. Her family tried play- 
ing a radio in the garden, but the noise didn’t seem to 
bother him, she said. 

Mrs. Johnson isn’t the only one who has com- 
plained about the booming woodchuck population in 
town. Wayne Nader, the town’s animal control offi- 
cer, has received many calls concerning them. 

“Like all wildlife, the woodchuck population 
goes in cycles,” he said. 

“Last year it was squirrels. This year it appears 
to be woodchucks.” 

Mr. Nader believes the woodchuck problems are 
worse in the many areas in town where recent con- 
structions has forced the animals to relocate. The 
town has four live traps and loans out three of them. 
Currently’ there “is "a long waiting:list-for the traps, 


said Officer Nader. 

Not all gardeners are looking to get rid of their 
furry, brown garden guests. Dorothy Dearborn, 175 
Summer St., has adapted her garden to fit her needs 
as well as her woodchucks’ needs. She has chicken- 
wired the perimeter of her flower bed and has left a 
small patch of grass unmowed for the animal to 


e in. 

“T kind of like him. Besides, he has to live some- 
where,” she said. 

Woodchucks are on the list of huntable animals 
in Massachusetts, said Eleanor Horowitz of the State 
Division of Fish and Wildlife. If you aren't a licensed 
hunter in the state you can get permission to hunt 
the animals, along with rules and regulations con- 
cerning by-laws, from the Northeast Division of the 
state’s Fish and Wildlife Department. 

Any property owner can trap woodchucks on his 
or her land. Once an animal has been trapped it is 
against state law to remove and relocate the animal 
to another area, she said. According to law, trapped 
animals must be destroyed. 

The fine for removing trapped animals runs as

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ZBA approves Dascomb Road nursing home project

The Zoning Board of Appeals voted Saturday, 
July 7, to approve construction of a 123-bed nursing 
home on Andover Street across from the intersection 
with Dascomb Road. Construction should begin this 
fall, according to Willy Sclarsic, vice president of 
Wingate Development Corp. 

“I think this will be good for the town,” Mr. 
Sclarsic said after the zoning board’s straw vote 
Saturday morning. 

“T think the board made an excellent decision.” 

The nursing home will take 14 to 16 months to 
complete, according to Mr. Sclarsic. That would 
make it available for occupancy sometime in the 
spring of 1992. Mr. Sclarsic has been working on the 
project with town planners since October of 1988. 

Wingate at Andover will be staffed 24 hours a 
day and will include an adult day health care service 
for up to 30 adults in addition to general nursing 
home facilities. It will also have a 21-child day care 
center for employees of the facility only. As many as 
50 persons will be employed on site at one time. 

The Planning Board and Conservation 
Commission approved the development in May. 

Neighbors have complained that traffic on 
Andover Street is already dangerous and that the 
nursing home will make it worse. They also com- 
plained that the area is already subject to flooding 
because of poor drainage at the site. A traffic study 
performed at the direction of the zoning board con- 
cluded that traffic would not be significantly affected 
by the project. 

The Conservation Commission found that 
drainage and flood water retention plans for the pro- 
ject were adequate and town engineers agreed. 

Zoning board members said the developer had 
demonstrated a need for the facility. The Andover

Council on Aging and the Andover Haven Associates 
both submitted letters to the planning department 
attesting to the need for a nursing home. 

Wesley Whitney, zoning board chairman, said 
the town is running out of potential development 
properties, resulting in projects such as the nursing 
home having to locate in areas with less-than-ideal 
conditions. 

Jane Griswold, zoning board member, said the 
board is sympathetic to residents not wanting to 
overdevelop neighborhoods, but she said that the 
town is changing.

“T’ve never been against the 
nursing home” as a neighbor, Mr. 
Dompier said after the zoning vote 
on Saturday. “My 

complaint is the intersection.”

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Horseback riding is therapy at Ironside Farm

Each week physically and mentally challenged 
students, who usually depend on others, go horse- 
back riding at Ironstone Farm in Andover and gain a 
little independence and a lot of self-confidence. The 
Chailenge Unlimited program at the farm, located at 
456 Lowell St., has been providing horseback riding 
programs for physical, mental, emotional and recre- 
ational therapy for handicapped people for the last 
eight years. 

Currently there are more than 100 people from 
the Merrimack Valley area who are taking advan- 
tage of this unique program. Some of the disabilities 
riding therapy has benefited are: cerebral palsy, 
rubella, mental retardation, hearing and visually 
impairments, emotional and developmental impair- 
ments, autism, head injuries, stroke and multiple 
sclerosis. 

The concept of therapeutic riding programs is 
not new. The history of such programs can be traced 
back as far as the fifth century B.C. in Greece. Today 
many countries around the world use therapy on 
horseback extensively in rehabilitation programs for 
a wide variety of both physical and emotional 
impairments, said Dee Dee O’Brien, executive direc- 
tor of Challenge Unlimited. 

The goal of the C.U. program is to make students 
as independent as possible, said Ms. O’Brien, who 
coordinates and and is the primary instructor of the 
C. U. program. She is also a licensed riding instruc- 
tor and is certified in occupational therapy. 

The first part of the program incorporates the 
rhythmic movement of the horse's stride as a physi- 
cal therapy for the students. Hippotherapy uses the 
movement of the horse’s gait as a massage, alternate- 
ly tensing and relaxing a rider’s leg and hip muscles 
to improve muscle flexibility, strength, control and 
endurance, said Ms O’Brien. 

“As the horse walks the rider’s hips simulate 
human walking,” she said. 

Each student’s program is prepared by an 
instructor certified in occupational education. 
Periodic reviews by a registered physical therapist 
track each student’s progress. 

Classes are small, usually with five to eight stu- 
dents in each. Most students require a leader and at 
least one side walker, some require two. The farm 
has a resource base of approximately 70 volunteers 
to help with the C.U. program. Some of the volun- 
teers are members of the farm’s 4H Club and others 
are “working students,” who trade labor at the farm

for lessons and riding time. 


The second benefit of the program is the a posi- 
tive relationship built between riders, instructors, 
volunteers and horses. Through caring for the hors- 
es, the program builds riders’ self-confidence. 
Grooming and preparation for lessons allows the rid- 


ers to build muscle strength in their arms. The curry 
comb, a stiff brush, is moved in large circular 
strokes by the students on the horse to clean its hair. 
Next, the rider uses a softer brush in long strokes to 
smooth the horse’s hair. 


“You wouldn't believe the changes in some of 


theses kids,” said Ms. O’Brien. 

“Some of theses kids are so used to being the cen- 
ter of attention, and now they are centering their on 
another being (the horse),” she said. 

One such student, 8-year-old Douglas Cooper of 
Andover, has been riding at Ironstone Farm for the 
past four years. Douglas, who has mild cerebral 
palsy, began hippotherapy classes riding tandem on 
the horse with an instructor, He progressed through 
the program and now participates in classes with 
just one side-walker and instructor. 

Because of cerebral palsy, one side of Douglas’ 
body isn’t as strong as the other. Four years of hip- 
potherapy at the farm have noticeably improved his 
strength, said his mother Fran. 

“Douglas loves coming to the farm. He really 
enjoys the time he spends here,” said his mother. 

The Challenge Unlimited program began at 
Ironstone Farm in 1982. The farm was built in 1960 
and was intended as a thoroughbred breeding, train- 
ing and rehabilitation facility. In the early 1970s 
owner Dick Donovan was approached by many 
groups that wanted to visit the farm on field trips. 
Among those groups were many special needs orga- 
nizations. 

After researching riding therapy programs 
around the country,he decided on one - Challenge 
Unlimited was started at Ironstone in 1982 and was 
incorporated as a non-profit organization in 1983. 
The program began with three students, one horse 
and Ms, O'Brien as the only instructor. Now the pro- 
gram services more than 100 students, has an execu- 
tive director, a physical therapist and four instruc- 
tors and uses 18 horses. 

Four members of the staff are certified coaches 
for the equestrian division of Special Olympics. This 
was the first year students from the C.U. program 
participated in the games. The 10 riders from the pro- 
gram brought back eight gold, eight silver and three 
bronze medals. A Mini-Show was held at the farm in 
May and $10,000 was raised to help sponsor students 
in the C.U. program

the building’s construction: Abijah 
Fuller, John Abbot, Thomas Osgood, 
Stephen Cummings, William Russ, 
Jonathan Fiske and Daniel Carleton. 
The present owners of 40 years have 
faithfully cared for the fine craftsman- 
ship. 

Built in 1758, 37 Porter Road has 
been owned by seven generations of 
the Thomas Manning family. Also 
noteworthy is the gambrel roof shape 
of this well-preserved colonial farm- 
house. 

67 Salem St. is a circa 1700 home 
that once sat across the street. Historic 
features, such as wood clapboards, cen- 
ter chimney, planked main door and 
doublehung multi-paned windows, 
have been meticulously restored. 

2 Elm Square, the Musgrove 
Building, is built in the Romanesque 
Revival style. This 1895 landmark com- 


mercial structure was carefully reha- 
bilitated with sensitivity to architec- 
tural details and careful attention to 
maintaining a pedestrian scale. 

57 Central St., the John Abbot 
House, has an unusual preservation 
story. Not only does it have a particu- 
larly early construction date of 1678, 
but it was joined to the adjacent house 
at number 59 in the late 18th century 
and then separated again in 1926. 
Appropriate attention has been given 
to the original structure as well as to 
the landscaping of the present site. 

9 Andover St., the Benjamin Abbot 
House, illustrates one of the best exam- 
ples of First Period architecture in 
Essex County. 

The on-going effort to protect the 
antiquity of this house while making 
changes to meet contemporary house- 
hold needs is laudable.

Says access to 
library is a big deal 


Editor, Townsman: 

Why the big fuss over the rights 
of minors to use Andover’s public 
library? Who is really responsible 
for the controversy? 

Until May 17, when the 
Townsman exposed the public 
library’s restrictive policy, most citi- 
zens were unaware of it. 

While Library Director Nancy 
Jacobson claims the policy has been 
around for many years, no one has 
been able to show its origin and ini- 
tial approval by the board of 
trustees. 

In any event, these restrictions 
are out of step with current library 
practice. Andover is virtually alone 
in perpetuating them. 

Such restrictions are at odds 
with the standards of both the 
Massachusetts Library Association 
and the American Library 
Association, which call for no 
restrictions on access to public 
library materials based on age. 

And since Massachusetts law 
requires public libraries to have 
access policies in accord with 
American Library Association stan- 
dards (MGL Ch. 78, Sec. 33), these

Indeed, the reason these products 
are so widely used in hospitals, as well 
as restaurants, throughout the world is 
that they are among the safest, most

hygienic ways of serving food in quan- 
tity. 

It would be quite irresponsible to 
suggest that McDonald’s or any other 
restaurant should switch to less 
hygienic forms of packaging. This 
would be a serious disservice to their 
customers. 

Other alleged health and environ- 
mental problems cited in the July 5 let- 
ter are confusing, exaggerated and 
quite misleading. A few words of expla- 
nation might be helpful. 

First, Styrofoam is a trade name 
for an insulation product. It is not used 
for food packaging. Restaurants do not 
use Styrofoam. 

Second, polystyrene (which is used 
in restaurants) is totally non-toxic. 

Third, styrene, the raw material 
from which polystyrene is made, is not 
highly toxic. Epidemiological studies 
of those most exposed to styrene — 
workers in styrene plants — show no 
ill effects from long-term exposure to 
styrene. The scientific record on this 
goes back more than 50 years. 

Your readers may also be interest- 
ed to know that in addition to being an 
immensely useful man-made product, 
styrene is a naturally occurring sub- 
stance found all around us — in forests 
and in many plants. It occurs naturally 
in many common foods,

against the tax increase and 
against Ms. Tucker for first 
supporting it. 

“T would not have support- 
ed any tax package at this 
time, especially the package 
that did pass,” said 
Republican candidate Robert 
Manning, of 9 Longwood 
Drive. “To expand the sales 
tax into the service area is 
going to cripple the economy.” 

Mr. Manning blamed Rep. 
Tucker for not understanding 
the package before she voted 
for it and for trying change it 
afterward. 

“If she did not know what 
this package entailed she 
should absolutely not have 
voted yes for it, and to have 
voted for it is simply irrespon- 
sible.” 

John Desmond, of 129 
Andover St., Rep. Tucker’s 
only Democratic rival for the 
seat, agreed with Mr. 
Manning, 

“This ‘change of heart’ 
clearly demonstrates that she 
has not developed any clear 
political philosophy on which 
to gear her vote. Anyone who 
has been a member of the 
house for eight years should 
have a clear vision of what is 
healthy or not healthy for this 
state,” Mr. Desmond said. 

“This tax package was 
clearly not in the best interest 
of the people, but she voted for 
it nonetheless. Now she and 
everyone else in the district 
realizes that she was mistak- 
en.” 

Gary Coon, of 27 
Korinthian Way, a Republican 
candidate, said Rep. Tucker’s 
backing up on the sales tax for

political ploy. 

“Tt looks like she wants to 
roll back some of these taxes 
until after the elections and 
then phase them in,” Mr. Coon 
said. 

But Rep. Tucker, of 6 
Farrwood Drive, defended her 
vote, the need for taxes and 
her previous voting record. 

“The remarks about me by 
my opponents are outrageous. 
They demonstrate total lack of 
understanding of the legisla- 
tive process,” Rep Tucker 
said. 

“I deserve credit and not 
criticism for honesty and 
straight talk and going to the 
wall for small business.” 

“It’s always easy to vote 
no on taxes, especially in an 
election year,” Rep. Tucker 
said. 

“But there are times when 
it’s necessary to say yes, when 
the alternative is worse, and 
in this case the alternative is 
Massachusetts being the 
laughing stock of the investor 
community because it can’t 
come to grips with its deficit.” 

The state has still not 
come through with promised 
local aid to cities and towns 
and not passing some sort of

tax increases could have put 
those monies in further jeop- 
ardy, according to Rep. 
Tucker. 

“The cities and towns 
would have been in total 
chaos,” she said. 

“Practically all business 
groups are saying that this 
had to come to closure. The 
economic impact of our junk 
bond status was putting our 
state in jeopardy.” 

“A legislator like myself, 
who over and over again pro- 
motes education as the only 
overall long-term solution to 
our economic well being, has a 
fundamental responsibility to 
see that it’s adequately fund- 
ed,” Rep. Tucker said. 

Rep. Tucker defended her 
pushing for changes in the 
approved version of the tax 
package. 

“Tm not backing off at all. 
I'm saying what everyone 
agrees, that we need to slow 
down on this sales tax expan- 
sion,” Rep. Tucker said. 

“If it is the tax of the 
future, so to speak, in a service 
economy it has to be imple- 
mented correctly. I’m simply

and it will be.” 

Rep. Tucker said she has 
been fighting tax increases, 
specifically the 7 percent sales 
tax, all along. 

“I was fighting against all 
tax packages until it became 
clear that we cannot cut our 
way out of this deficit,” she 
said. “Somebody has got to 
have courage or nothing gets 
resolved.” 

Legislators vs. people 

Mr. Coon said the good of 
the people is being lost in the 
political fray over the tax 
increase. 

“What has regrettably 
evolved is a them vs. us situa- 
tion. The Legislatures’ prob- 
lem is the budget deficit, and 
the peoples’ problem is a 
foundering economy,” Mr. 
Coon said. 

“The state of the economy 
and the state of the govern- 
ment have to go hand-in-hand. 
They're integrated.” 

“The Legislature, by their 
actions, (have shown) that 
their problem is more impor- 
tant than ours; that protecting 
the interests of the bureaucra- 
cy is paramount and that the 
only way they can solve it is to 
pass the largest tax increase in

the history of the state. 

“I think the sad thing is 
that they have, over the last 
two years, worn down the peo- 
ple to believing this is the only 
solution,” Mr. Coon said. 

Mr. Coon _ suggested 
stricter budget controls, such 
as requiring a personnel sup- 
plement to the annual budget, 
would reduce the need for tax 
increases. 

“We need to require quar- 
terly reports, like we have in 
business, so that we don’t all 
of a sudden get to the end of 
the year and panic because the 
money is all spent,” Mr. Coon 
said. 

“What we need to do is do 
things like reducing the capi- 
tal gain taxes to encourage 
investment in companies in 
Massachusetts to create more 
jobs,” Mr. Coon said 

“If you look at the tax 
package, part of that includes 
a 20 percent increase in the 
capital gains tax. We're going 
to end up with a capital gains 
tax that’s actually going to be 
higher than the income tax 
rate.” 

A lower capital gains tax 
is an incentive for business 
investment, Mr. Coon said.
